1 . This is in response to applicant's arguments, and supplemental amendment filed on 08/31/2009, 
and 12/02/2009. 

2. The following is the status of claims: 
Claims 1-60, 62 and 70 have been canceled. 

Claims 61, 63-69 and 71-90 remain pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments and supplemental amendment filed on 08/31/2009 and 12/02/2009, with 
respect to the pending claims and the specification have been fully considered are persuasive, as a 
result, the amendment to the claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, the rejection of the last Office 
action has been withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. With respect to claims 61 , 63-69 and 71-90 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claim 1 , the claimed features "a visibility module for analyzing the 
visibility of a website in the internet to provide a visibility data and storing said visibility data in said 
database, wherein the visibility of said website is the rate of appearance or classification of said website 
in a list of results proposed by a search tool in response to a keyword " in conjunction with other elements 
of the independent claims are not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of 
record. 
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5. The closest prior art, Thieme., US Pub No. 2003/0046389 relates to monitoring, quantifying and 
analyzing the resulting traffic from the keyword visibility. 

Lambert, US Pub No. 2002/0038350 relates to the enhancement of Web page delivery. 

Battilega et al., EP 1 158439 relates to collaborative services but fail to teach the above 
limitations.
